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Busy year as selectmen deal with COVID, Olin

WILMINGTON — Look- 
ing back at the year 2020 
in full, the Board of Sel- 
ectmen dealt with a num- 
ber of town issues on be- 
half of Wilmington’s resi- 
dents regarding proper- 
ties, policies, COVID-19 
changes, and more. 

In January, the board 
discussed articles for the 
Town Meeting warrant for 
feasibility studies and 
schematic designs for both 
a new senior center and a 
new town hall/school ad- 
ministration building. Then 
Selectman Michael McCoy 
proposed a competing arti- 
cle for a new senior center 
that would allocate for the 
entire budget upfront. 

While many residents at 
that time said in public 


comment that they would 
prefer to get the budget 
passed upfront, Town 
Meeting approved the fea- 
sibility study and sche- 
matic design article for 
the senior center. The 
similar proposal for the 
new town hall/school ad- 
ministration building was 
also passed. 

January also saw the 
first proposal for Prince- 
ton Properties on Jeffer- 
son Road. The complex 
would add 108 affordable 
homes in town and require 
moving the sewer forward 
with a MassWorks Infra- 
structure grant. The board 
approved this to next steps 
and received an update in 
May that the agreement 
specified local preference. 

Other properties that 
the board considered 
throughout the year were 


887 Woburn St., parcel 6A 
on Route 125, parcels 5 
and 5A at 141 Andover St., 
and parcel 13A at Cross 
St. and Main St. The Wo- 
burn Street property was 
considered because of an 
environmental notifica- 
tion form for a proposed 
construction and demoli- 
tion materials transfer 
site. 

Parcels 5, 5A, and 6A 
were discussed only in 
closed meetings with lit- 
tle information shared. 
The board took no action 
on the aforementioned 
properties and accepted 
the donation of parcel 
13A for $1. 

They were informed of 
traffic and streetlight 
changes on Brattle Street, 
Route 38 at Clark Street, 
and the Route 38 and Wil- 
mington Crossing.

The board received sig- 
nificant grants and up- 
dates in February and 
March. The second of two 
$50,000 donations came in 
from the Sons of Italy to 
support the building and 
structural wodates of Yen- 
tile Farm Recreational 
Facility. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
also shared upgrades to 
the Buzzeli Senior Center 
via town appropriation 
and grants. In March, 
they recognized new fire- 
fighters hired thanks to 
the Wilmington Fire De- 
partment receiving a 
SAFER grant. 

Many of the items that 
came before the board 
this year were in response 
to the coronavirus out- 
break. They first met on 
March 20 to declare a 
state of emergency in 


School Committee spends 2020

WILMINGTON. — Wil- 
mington’s School .Com- 
mittee responded to all 
sorts of staffing, budget- 
ing, social-emotional, and 
learning issues affecting 
Wilmington Public Schools 
this year. Though some 
were the result of the co- 
ronavirus outbreak, the 
committee was made 
aware of increased turn- 
over. and staffing needs 
as early as January. Lack 
of necessary staffing con- 
tinued through the year 
as hybrid learning and 
quarantines required 
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dealing with COVID 


extra staff and substi- 
tutes. 

In February, the com- 
mittee received presenta- 
tions on school start 
times and the superinten- 
dent’s 2021 budget. The 
former work was stopped 
in March and resumed 
only recently; the latter 
was approved with a 4.25 
percent increase. This 
went to a budget hearing 
from Town Manager Jeff 
Hull later that month and 
was eventually approved 
in full at a lengthy Town 
Meeting in June. 

Other related actions at 
the Town Meeting includ- 
ed naming the band room 
after Barbara Mette and 
starting the plans for a 
new town hall and school 
administration building. 

From there, 2020 brought 
the Wilmington School 
Committee a host of un- 
anticipated issues. It was 
mid-March that the dis- 
trict shut down schools 
temporarily to quaran- 
tine. Teachers, adminis- 
trators, and staff made 
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last-minute remote chan- 
ges to finish out the 2019- 
2020 school year with con- 
stantly shifting DESE 
learning guidelines. Food 
Services began giving out 
meals for students and 
families for free every 
week. 

The searches for new 
Assistant Superintendent 
for Curriculum and Staff 
Development and Prin- 
cipal for the West Inter- 
mediate School took off in 
April. The two search 
committees soon selected 
Christine Elliott and Dr. 
Edward Foster, respec- 
tively. 

Summer did not let the 
committee break, as ra- 
cial injustice unrest con- 
tinued and fall 2020 ap- 
proached. The committee 
responded to _ protests 
over the murdering of un- 
armed Black people by 
the police by approving a 
resolution for racial jus- 
tice. 

Along with the superin- 
tendent’s evaluation, in 
June the School Commit-

tee recognized retiring 
teachers, student support 
services moving from the 
Wildwood to the Arts 
Center, and the first feed- 
back about remote learn- 
ing. The need for more 
teachers and staff contin- 
ued to grow. 

The district started the 
eight School Reopening 
Advisory Groups and ne- 
gotiation with the Wil- 
mington Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation for the coming 
school year. Negotiations 
lasted until late Sep- 
tember with the safety of 
students and staff in 
mind. 

A statement from Wil- 
mington Teacher’s Asso- 
ciation President Jenni- 
fer Fidler was brought to 
the School Committee in 
July following the release 
of spring remote learning 
feedback. 

“While many Wilming- 
ton teachers wanted to 
move forward with new 
learning, we kept up with 
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town. It was also in 
March that the board vot- 
ed to postpone the annual 
town election and Town 
Meeting. These were later 
moved to June 20 and 
June 27, respectively. 

The town voted in Sel- 
ectman Jomarie O’Maho- 
ny for re-election on June 
20 and Selectman Gary 
DePalma to the other 
open seat for his first 
term. Former Selectman 
McCoy did not seek re- 
election, although later 
in the year he did request 
that the board allow him 
to continue serving on 
the committees for which 
he represented the board. 

He wrote in a statement 
in September, “I stated 
that I wanted to remain 
serving on these boards... 
there was no objection 
from any board members

WILMINGTON — The

Palmer kept Wilmington’s roads in good shape

Wilmington has seldom 
had a 24-hour diner, as 
there has never been much 
demand. On cold, stormy 
nights when snow plow 
drivers would work through 
the night, though, they 
would be desperately want- 
ing some coffee and a hot 
meal. 

Highway Supt. Bob Palm- 
er came up with the an- 
swer. Town plow trucks 
would frequently stop at 
the North Wilmington par- 
king lot, where the town’s 
sand pile was located. And 
Winston’s Coffee Shop was 
right there. Palmer ar- 
ranged to have Steve Win- 
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ston open the shop in the 
wee hours during snow- 
storms. The shop would be 
jumping with business at 2 
or 3 a.m, Then the plow 
crews would go back to 
work, well-fed and happy. 

That was typical of the 
good-spirited management 
style of Bob Palmer. In the 
30 years that he ran the 
Highway Department, la- 
ter the D.P.W., Wilming- 
ton’s. roads were consis- 
tently in excellent shape. If 
you were to drive through 
the area after a storm, it 
was quite noticeable when 
you crossed the town line 
into Wilmington. 

Kids in the Wilmington 
schools would wonder how 


‘were brought 


Wilmington. could have 
school, when all the other 
towns didn’t. On storm 
days, the superintendent 
of schools would consult 
with Palmer. More often 
than not, the streets would 
be fine, so there would be 
school. 

Palmer had been on the 
Highway Dept. for 15 years 
when Supt. Jimmy White 
retired in 1968. He was ap- 
pointed superintendent by 
Town Manager Sterling 
Morris. Eventually, the de- 
partment became the Dept. 
of Public Works, and as 
other department heads 
retired, the cemetery, tree 
and water departments 
into the 


D.P.W. Palmer always said 
those changes were not his 
doing. But he was a capa- 
ble manager, always will- 
ing to take on the responsi- 
bility. The D.P.W. also han- 
dled vehicle maintenance 
for the town. 

Before Wilmington had 
an assistant town manag- 
er, Palmer would serve as 
interim manager during 
vacations. After he had re- 
tired, he served on the Fi- 
nance and the Board of 
Selectmen. Bob Palmer 
died last week at age 87. 

One story about him was 
from December 1964. A 
deer had been frequenting 
the area around North 
Street. People were con- 


cerned that it might be hit, 
as it sometimes crossed 
Route 62. Andre LeFave of 
the Highway Dept. called 
state. Fisheries & Game 
Dept. and was told if the 
deer could be captured un- 
harmed, it would be 
placed in a zoo. The de- 
partment sent two officers 
to Wilmington. 

Meanwhile, a large crowd 
of people had gathered off 
North Street, watching the 
deer. They tried to corral it 
in a garage, but it easily 
jumped a fence and cros- 
sed Carolyn Road, headed 
toward Pine Ridge Road. 

As the spectators closed 
in again, Palmer ran and 
made a flying tackle, cat- 


ching the doe’s hind legs: 

With the doe on the 
ground, LeFave pounced 
on its head and began to 
truss its front legs. The 
deer was unhurt, but Pal- 
mer sustained an injury to 
the little finger of his left 
hand. 

A few minutes later, three 
police cruisers arrived 
with officers Mercier, 
Cuoco and John Ritchie, 
who had tackled a fleeing 
suspect two weeks earlier. 

As the doe was taken 
away, Palmer turned to 
Ritchie and said, “I’ve 
gone you one better — I 
got one with four legs!”

Administration announces $668M small business relief package 


new funding to restau- 
rants, retailers, and other 
small businesses through- 
out the Commonwealth as 
soon as this week. 
Earlier last week, the 
Administration announ- 
ced nearly $49 million in 
grants through the Massa- 
chusetts Growth Capital 
Corporation (MGCC) CO- 
VID-19 Small Business 
Program to support over 
1,158 small businesses. 
More than 10,000 appli- 
cants had sought relief in 


this grant round. 
Additional grants will be 
made available to eligible 
small businesses through 
MGCC. The Small Busi- 
ness Grant Program was 
established in the fall, and 
currently has a pool of eli- 
gible applicants awaiting, 
funding. This additional 
funding will allow the Ad- 
ministration to award 
more of those pending 
applicants. Eligible busi- 
nesses that already ap- 
plied to the program, but 


were not funded due to 
limited funds available, 
will be prioritized for 
funding first and do not 
need to reapply. 

The funds will also be 
used to stand up an addi- 
tional grant program at 
MGCC. This program will 
target the industries most 
hard-hit during the pan- 
demic. 

Eligible industries for the 
new program include: 

e Restaurants, bars, ca- 
terers 


e Indoor recreation and 
entertainment establish- 
ments 

¢ Gyms and fitness cen- 
ters 

¢ Event-support profes- 
sionals (photographers, vi- 
deographers, etc.) 

e Personal services 

° Retail 

The new business relief 
program would offer 
grants up to $75,000, but not 
more than three months’ 
operating expenses, to be 
used for employee wage 


and benefits costs, space- 
related costs, and debt ser- 
vice obligations. 

The online application 
portal for the new program 
will open on Thursday, 
Dec. 31, and will close on 
Friday, Jan. 15. Awards 
are expected to be an- 
nounced in early February.

Lowell General leaders join Gov. Baker on tour of recommissioned Alternative Care Site 


LOWELL — Lowell Gen- 
eral Hospital leaders tour- 
ed the recommissioned 
Alternative Care Site at 
UMass Lowell’s Campus 
Recreation Center today 
with Gov. Charlie Baker 
and members of his ad- 
ministration in advance of 
the site opening to pa- 
tients next week. 

The Alternative Care Site 
will have a soft opening 
for Lowell General Hospi- 
tal patients the week of 
Dec. 28 and will be avail- 
able for regional transfers 
the week of Jan. 4 if ade- 
quate staffing is secured. 


Candidates can apply at 
www.lowellgeneralre- 
sponds.com. 

The site will initially 
have capacity for up to 14 
patients, and will scale up 
capacity based on need 
and availability of staf- 
fing. The maximum capa- 
city would be 77 patients. 

“We are grateful to 
the Baker Administration, 
Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Association 
and UMass Lowell for their 
partnership in standing up 
this care site, which may 
become a valuable com- 
munity resource in the 


coming days and weeks,” 
said Lowell General Hos- 
pital President and CEO 
Jody White. 

The Lowell General Hos- 
pital Alternative Care Site 
was first commissioned in 
late April at the height of 
the first wave of the pan- 
demic. It was designed to 
care for recovering CO- 
VID patients nearing dis- 
charge but was ultimately 
not needed and taken down 
a month later. The recom- 
missioned site will also 
treat recovering patients 
nearing discharge, but 
can provide additional 


services like IV medica- 
tions. 

Lowell General has seen 
its resources stretched by 
a significant rise in cases 
post-Thanksgiving, and as 


of Thursday had 62 CO- - 


VID positive patients in 
its care. Hospital officials 
are bracing for a new 
wave of hospitalizations 
stemming from the Christ- 
mas and New Year’s holi- 
days. 

“It is our sincere hope 
that. this site won’t be 
needed, but we are pre- 
paring for every scenario,” 
White said. “We ask every-

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Coronavirus talk dominates school year in 2020

TEWKSBURY — 2020 
presented many chal- 
lenges for the Tewksbury 
School Committee. Be- 
tween virtual meetings, 
remote learning, union 
negotiations, and coron- 
avirus restrictions, here 
are some of the most 
notable moments of the 
past year. 

The committee kicked 
off January by starting 
the annual budget pro- 
cess with the first of three 
workshops led by busi- 
ness manager Dave Lib- 
by. The committee also 
recognized Boston Globe 
and Boston Herald 2019 
All-Scholastic honorees 
Makayla Paige and Shane 
Aylward. 

TMHS computer teacher 
Sanford Arbogast also 
came before the commit- 
tee with a presentation 
about forming an Esports 


team at the high school. 


- Arbogast noted that 
Esports is accessible to 
all students, no matter 
their physical ability lev- 
el, is attractive to stu- 
dents who may not partic- 
ipate in conventional sports 
or high school clubs, and 
teaches students STEM 
and computing skills. 

In February, the com- 
mittee announced that 
the district had won a 
grant to support civics 
education in eighth grade. 

The coronavirus pan- 
demic led to the cancella- 
tion of the March meet- 
ing, which resulted in the 
committee’s first virtual 
meeting on April 15. 

The committee praised 
several TPS departments 
for their continued hard 
work while schools were 
closed, thanking the cus- 
todial staff for conducting 
disinfecting deep cleans; 


the cafeteria staff for 
continuing to provide food 
to the community through 
the grab-and-go lunch 
program; and the tech- 
nology: staff for distribut- 
ing over 250 devices to 
students and providing 
repair and support. 

Additionally, they ac- 
knowledged school nurses 
for supporting the public 
health department, chec- 
king in with families, and 
repurposing district sup- 
plies for use by the police 
department and state hos- 
pital, including personal 
protective equipment and 
hospital beds, and recog- 
nized the robotics depart- 
ment at the high school 
for lending 3D printers 
and filament supplies to 
Massachusetts . General 
Hospital. The district re- 
funded spring sports and 
athletic fees, and MCAS 
testing was cancelled by 
the state. 

In June, the committee 
honored 11 retirees with a 
combined 229 years in 
Tewksbury Public Schools. 
The committee also. said 
goodbye to TMHS princi- 
pal Kristen Vogel after six 
years in the district, who 
left for the superintend- 
ent’s position in Lynnfield. 

The committee also an- 
nounced the selection of 
former North Reading su- 
perintendent and high 
school principal Jon Ber- 
nard to fill the interim 
principal position for one 
year. 

The committee also con- 
gratulated the Class. of 
2020 on graduation after a 
difficult end to senior 
year. School officially end- 
ed on June 15, after 10 
weeks of remote learning 
and three weeks of enrich- 
ment learning. 

The committee conduc- 
ted superintendent Chris 
Malone’s annual perform- 


ance review; committee 
chair Keith Sullivan said 
the committee evaluated 
Malone as_ proficient, 
meaning he has “met, 
and in some cases ex- 
ceeded, the School Com- 
mittee’s expectations.” 

The committee also re- 
viewed the district’s Stu- 
dent Opportunity Act plan, 
designed to close achieve- 
ment gaps within student 
groups, such as minorities 
and those with disabilities. 
The district plans to 
strengthen teacher coordi- 
nation with students and 
families, as well as tea- 
cher efficacy, through the 
SOA funds, and will seek 
to engage stakeholders, 
students, families, and 
community members in 
the process. The commit- 
tee voted to approve the 
SOA plan. 

In July, Keith Sullivan 
was reelected as chair, 
Jamie Cutelis was reelec- 
ted as vice chair, and 
Shannon Demos was re- 
elected as clerk. The com- 
mittee observed a mo- 
ment of silence to honor 
the passing of former 
TMHS principal William 
J. “Billy D” DeGregorio. 

To address the impact of 
the pandemic on the 2020- 
2021 school year, the town 
established a district-wide 
school reopening. task 
force, composed of town 
officials, parents, admin- 
istrators, union represen- 
tatives, and school com- 
mittee members. 

August saw the commit- 
tee host a four-hour virtu- 
al reopening workshop. 
Administrators gave an 
overview of the different 
models of education, ac- 
counting for hygiene, 
mask-wearing; and social 
distancing requirements 
and outlining the pros and 
cons of each model. The 
committee also reviewed

the guidelines. We were 
all learning to teach re- 
motely on the fly,” the 
statement read. 

Fidler explained that 
the survey was teacher- 
focused, but teachers 
weren’t making most of 
the remote learning 
decisions. 

At the same July meet- 
ing, Wilmington parents 
requested in-person lear- 
ning in the fall for the 
social and emotional 
wellbeing of their stu- 
dents. 

Mia Muzio was hired 
as the new Athletic Di- 
rector starting July 1, 
replacing Ed Harrison 
as he acted as interim 
AD during the hiring 


process. 
Results from the re- 
opening advisory 


groups came out in mid- 
August after time spent 
planning in summer 
meetings. These groups 
were tasked with every- 
thing from transporta- 
tion to scheduling to 
creating COVID-19 pro- 
cedures exploring re- 
mote, in-person, and 
hybrid learning models. 
A School Committee 
vote approved hybrid 
learning for fall 2020. 
They also created a new 
Equity Subcommittee 
later that month. 
September saw the 
school year starting ful- 
ly remote with a de- 
crease in enrollment. 
Remote learning was 
extended until Oct. 22 
due to unfinished nego- 
tiations and the delay 
of extra air filters, al- 
though high needs stu- 
dents received in-per- 


son learning at the high 
school from the begin- 
ning of the year. 

The School committee 
approved the fall sports 
season with some regu- 
lar fall sports moved to 
the floating “Fall 2” sea- 
son because the Middle- 
sex League deemed 
them “high risk.” 

A number of extra 
laptops and electronics 
were provided for stu- 
dents and families to 
support hybrid learn- 
ing. Besides the transi- 
tion to hybrid learning 
in October, the School 
Committee heard that 
the MSBA application 
decision was postponed 
and voted to leave the 
question of snow days 
being remote days up 
to the superintendent’s 
discretion. 

Families were also in- 
vited to switch learning 
models, and_ school 
made changes as soon 
as possible. 

December’s meetings 
considered the winter 
sports season Middle- 
sex League decision to 
allow no spectators and 
a last minute change to 
remote before Christ- 
mas break. 

The superintendent 
provided a bare bones 
2022 budget for the com- 
mittee’s initial review. It 
was also in December 
that DESE updated reg- 
ulations for structured 
or synchronous learn- 
ing time, which required 
the district to form three 
groups to make new ele- 
mentary, middle school, 
and high school sched- 
ules so that all cohorts 
receive 35 synchronous 
hours every 10 days.

Tewksbury’s Police Department just added a new of- 
ficer, though unlike most of the other ones this one walks 
on four legs (and barks). 

Thanks to a grant from the Stanton Foundation, 
Tewksbury received the funding to add a second K-9 to 
its police ranks. Logan will now join K-9 Leo on the force 
after recently completing a 14-week basic training pro- 
gram at the Boston Police Academy along with his new 
handler, officer Stephen Quinn. 

It was officer Quinn who came to new Police Chief 
Ryan Columbus with the idea to add a second K-9. The 
officer said he always wanted to do it, even though he ad- 
mitted to having little experience with a working dog 
(though he did say he has experience with dogs in gen- 
eral). 

Thanks to the Boston Canine Police Academy, officer 
Quinn and Logan matched (no swiping involved). Chief 
Columbus said the dog and his handler “need to be a good 
match,” adding that officer Quinn “fell in love with 
Logan.” 

While the department has K-9 Leo already, the Stanton 
Foundation has a grant specifically for departments who 
seek to add a second K-9 unit. One grant helps depart- 
ments with start up costs for a first-time K-9 and a second 
grant covers three years for any department looking to 
add another K-9. 

(Frank Stanton, former president of CBS from 1946- 
1971, created the foundation following his retirement. It 
supports canine welfare including grants for shelter dogs, 
a professorship in canine health at Ohio State College of 
Veterinary Medicine, plus establishments of K-9 units in 
local police departments and the creation of dog parks in 
Massachusetts. Currently, only Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island, New York, and Maine munici- 
pal police departments are eligible for K-9 grants. ) 

Logan trained in tracking missing persons and suspects 
and searching (both evidence and grid searches). Next, 
he’ll head back to the academy for narcotics training, ac- 
cording to both Chief Columbus and officer Quinn. Once 
he starts in the field, both he and officer Quinn will work 
traffic enforcement and other, typical police duties (unless 
called on to aid in any searches or drug-related activities). 

The two officers, Logan and Quinn, could also receive 
calls from other towns for mutual aid (if those communi- 
ties don’t have a K-9 unit and need the assistance Logan 
provides). 

While the grant covers the cost for three years, Chief 
Columbus notes that most police dogs last five or so years 
so the town will have to cover some small costs at the back 
end of Logan’s police career. Once his career ends, Logan 
will retire to officer Quinn’s home to live. 

No matter the cost, Chief Columbus said that if a police 
dog saves one life, “it’s worth it.” 

“These dogs are highly trained and their handler is 
highly trained,” he added, calling the K-9 unit “one of the 
most unique positions in the world.” 

The chief praised officer Quinn’s tenaciousness in 
going after the grant. 
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TEWKSBURY’S NEWEST K-9, LOGAN is ready for 
action after completing training at the Boston Police 
Academy. 


“He did this all on his own,” Chief Columbus acknowl- 
edged, saying how the officer wanted the position and did 
all the leg work required to secure the grant. “(Officer 
Quinn)’s worked very hard the last 14 weeks.” 

Both Logan and Leo are German Shepherds, but officer 
Quinn admitted a lot of K-9s, or at least the majority of 
those at the police academy when he and Logan were in 
training, are Belgian Malinois, a medium-sized Belgian 
shepherd dog that at first glance resembles a German 
Shepherd. Malinois are considered friendly, alert and 
hard-working, which would seem to make for a good police 
dog. 

Besides tracking and searching, Logan’s strength lies 
in obedience. Once he graduates from narcotics training 
he’ll become a dual purpose K-9 like Leo. Interestingly, be- 
cause Logan was bred in Denmark, all his commands are 
in either German or Czech so officer Quinn learned Ger-

man and Czech commands. 

When it came to Logan’s initial training, 
officer Quinn called it extremely challeng- 
ing with highs and lows. He added how it 
amounted to him just working with the dog, 
learning how to train the dog and basic 
obedience. 

“Every dog starts at the same place to 
end at the same place,” the Tewksbury of- 
ficer acknowledged. 

For narcotics training, though, officer 
Quinn said he doesn’t know what to expect. 
It begins this Monday and lasts for six 
weeks. For anyone who follows the Tewks- 
bury police log, it’s clear more help is 
needed getting drugs off the street. 

Tewksbury Police make several drug ar- 
rests each week, mostly from those who 
live outside Tewksbury (Lowell, Lawrence 
and Billerica residents for the most part). 
Having a second narcotics dog will only

make it easier for those who work nar- 
cotics. 

“Drug numbers are up, overdoses are up 
and fatalities are up,” said the chief. “We 
have work to do with prevention and edu- 
cation.” 

If anyone sees Logan out and about, it’s 
best to ask the permission of officer Quinn 
before approaching. Although officer Quinn 
described him as “super friendly,” he’s still 
a working dog and should be treated as 
such. The chief did say he hoped to do 
some demonstrations with Logan like the 
department did in the past with Leo (but 
that would most likely occur once the pan- 
demic ends). 

Logan doesn’t require much special 
treatment, other than a kennel in the back 
of officer Quinn’s police vehicle (meaning 
he can’t transport any suspects back to the 
station). 

With two K-9 units on the job, Tewksbury 
is in good hands, err, paws.

like a cowboy Henry Higgins. "I guess we 
both have demons to face going down this 
road," he notes. 

This is an ugly-beautiful film. You can al- 
most feel the grime, hear the squelch 
through muddy streets and choke on the 
smoke. It practically reeks of leather and wet 
cattle. It's a setting where dogs bark inces- 
santly, dust is everywhere and socks have 
holes. In this naturalistic world, Hanks sticks 
out, but not for the right reasons. 

His character is a former Confederate sol- 
dier who is dismayed by the lynching of 
Black men and even kindly buries a victim 
of it. He notes ruefully that settlers kill Na- 
tive Americans for their land and that Native 
Americans kill settlers for doing that, a 
deadly cycle that he stands outside. He feels 
the frustration between Southern civilians 
and Union troops but hopes all sides can get 
along. "We're all hurting. All of us," he says 
"These are difficult times." All around him 
there is filth and violence and yet Hanks' 
captain is not of it. 

This is the film's big weakness. The script 
tries to suggest that our patient captain is 
riddled with guilt for what he did as a soldier, 
but the Hanks we see is just too pure and 
noble. When someone asks him about the 
motives for his quest — "They paying you or 
are you doing it out of the goodness of your 
heart?" — there's just one an- 
swer. "I want to get you away 


from all this pain and killing, 
get you clear of it," he tells 
the girl.

mob, Kidd doesn't back down — a champion 
of the poor and democracy. Here is the film's 
heavy-handed message to us in (almost) 
2021: "The war's over," he says. "We have to 
stop fighting." 

Greengrass' approach is more slack here 
— certainly from his work on the Jason 
Bourne films — but he manages to add ten- 
sion to virtually every scene, often with just 
an actor scanning the horizon. Cinematogra- 
pher Dariusz Wolski frames things like a 
high-art photographer with careful use of 
light and dark. Many of the best scenes are 
silent, enhanced by a wonderfully wistful 
score by James Newton Howard. 

Anyone playing the girl faces a challenge 
but German actress Helena Zengel is a mar- 
vel. She can be wild in one scene, defiant 
later, curious the next and emotionally shut 
down in another. She speaks volumes even 
without dialogue.

Evelyn Wells Carter had short but prolific coaching career 


The Town Crier is start- 
ing a new 15-week series 
looking back on legendary 
coaches within the history 
of - Wilmington High 
School, as well as several 
from Shawsheen Tech. We 
start the series off with a 
story on Hall of Fame 
Coach Evelyn Wells 
Carter, who coached all of 
the female sports offered 
at the school in the late 
1930s and early 1940s. 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
Currently there's 18 
coaches in the 
Wilmington High School 
Athletic Hall of Fame. 
During a span of 80-plus 
years, only 18 of them 
have been inducted into 
that elite level and of 
those 18 only five of them 
are women including Jan 
Cassidy-Wood, Jan 
Urquhart, Georgia 
Dadoly, Alice McCarthy 
and Evelyn Wells Carter. 
Wells was a pioneer here 
at WHS, ‘really being the 
first female coach in the 

history of athletics. 

After she graduated 
from Lynn English High 
School and the Posse 
School of — Physical 
Education, Evelyn's first 
job was at Wilmington 
High, where she taught 
physical education and 
coached several teams, 
including field hockey and 
basketball. Although her 
coaching career was rela- 
tively short, it certainly 
was impactful and 
impressive. 

In field hockey, her 
teams lost only one game 
in three years, including 
the '39 and '40 teams fin- 
ishing undefeated, which 
led the Lowell Sun to say 
the program was "one of 
the best combines in the 
state." 

The '39 team started out 
5-0-1 with the only blemish 
to Melrose a 2-2 tie. The 
other four opponents did- 
n't score on Wilmington 
including wins over 
Stoneham (2-0), Malden 


(2-0), Reading (4-0) and 


Tewksbury twice (3-0 and 
2-0). 

At the end of that sea- 
son, Wells commented to 
the Lowell Sun, "that the 
fine spirit and coopera- 
tion of the girls on both 


the first and second teams 
did much to make the sea- 
son a success." 

The second team had 
just one loss on the sea- 
son. 

The first team consisted 
of captain Gladys Babine

They are all such great 
kids, and I am just super 
excited to be part of the 
program.” 

St. George should know 
whereof she speaks when 
she talks about 
Shawsheen athletes. She 
was a three-sport star for 
the Rams in her playing 
days, spending four years 
with both the basketball 
and lacrosse teams, while 
being a three-year mem- 


as practically the whole 
town turned out for the 
festivities.” 

After the 1941-42 school 
year, Evelyn moved to 
Marblehead School sys- 
tem, where she taught 
until June of 1946, when 
she married Dan Carter. 
Dan, a Wilmington native 
and member of the first 
WHS Football team back 
in 1935. The couple were 
married for 62 years, 
while residing in 
Marblehead and had two 
daughters, Candice and 
Wendy. 

While in Marblehead, 
she directed many MHS 
Follies, variety shows fea- 
turing a large cast of high 


school students singing 
and dancing. For over 20 
years, she taught ball- 
room dancing to hundreds 
of children in town. She 
was also founded the 


youth group at the St. 


Andrew's Church, where 
she was a lifelong mem- 
ber. 

In 1995, Evelyn was 
inducted into the WHS 
Athletic Hall of Fame. 
During her induction 
speech, Wells-Carter tried 
to share the credit for the 
success she had as a 
coach. 

"I'm: just delighted to be 
here. I know this: plaque 
belongs to the athletes 
because they did all of the 


work. Everything I told 
them to do, they did. We 
would practice in the dark 
out on the (Town) 
Common." 

Before she was inducted, 
fellow Hall of Fame Coach 
John Ritchie told a very 
funny story of how the 
school had ballroom danc- 
ing and no one went to it 
until Wells became a 
teacher. He said that she 
got the class going and 
everyone. did ballroom 
dancing because of her 
friendly personality. 

Evelyn passed away in 
September of 2008 at the 
young age of 90.

While on a trip 
to Paris, he was inspired 
by the festive, french Bon 
Bons he saw that were 
wrapped in pretty paper 
and sold as Christmas 
gifts. 

When Smith returned 
back to London, he packed 


_his own candies in pretty 


paper and included a ro- 
mantic phrase or riddle in 
each wrapped sweet, but 
the public's response was 
lackluster at best. 

Some say that Smith 
pondered why his market- 
ing attempts were not the 
success he had hoped for, 
while he sat in front of a 
roaring fire. The crackling 
of the fire kept distracting 
him from his thoughts, 
until he decided that the 
crackling noise was just 
the attention getter he 
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(Heather Burns photos) 


was looking for to market 
his new packaging idea. 

With the help of the 
Brock’s Fireworks Com- 
pany, Smith was able to 
retooled his idea into an 
“explosive” gift packaging 
that had never been seen 
before. 

This innovative, new pac- 
kaging was nicknamed “co- 
saques,” because the small 
bang or popping noise that 
was made when you open- 
ed the cracker packaging 
was reminiscent of the 
Cossack soldiers that rode 
on horseback, firing guns 
into the air. 

The “bang” noise, and 
the addition of a small toy 
or novelty gift to the crac- 
kers, proved to be a retail 
success for Smith. 

Smith and his sons even- 
tually expanded the idea 
to make crackers for oth- 
er holidays at many dif- 
ferent price points, includ- 
ing an expensive, high-end 
cracker that contained a 
silver box with a piece of 
gold or silver jewelry in- 
side. 

Soon crackers were used 
to celebrate special events 
like weddings, graduations 
and birthdays. 

Specialty lines were also 
made for bachelors, Suf- 
fragettes, war heros, and 
even the Royal Family

coronation. 

Today, the British Royal 
Family still has specialty 
crackers made to cele- 
brate special events. 

Most modern day crack- 
ers are made from short, 
cardboard tubes that are 
wrapped in colorful, 
themed paper and fastened 
at both ends. When the 
cracker is pulled from both 
ends at the same time, it 
opens with a bang caused 
by a paper strip on the 
inside that has silver fulmi- 
nate (an explosive chemi- 
cal compound) on one side, 
and sandpaper on the 
other. The friction caused 
from pulling both ends acti- 
vates the compound and 
causes the quick “bang.” 

Inside of the cracker you 
will often find a party hat, 
a small toy or gift and a 
joke or riddle. 

Specialty crackers can 
include different, themed 
items like Game Day 
sports socks, 4th of July 
barbecue items, or roman- 
tic, wedding day items. 

Some crackers that are 
made __ specifically for 
events like New Year’s 
Eve, come in fun shapes or 
contain confetti, which can 
be a fun and festive way to 
start a celebration, but can 
also be messy, so be pre- 
pared for the clean up! 

Party crackers are rela- 
tively inexpensive, costing 
approximately $8 to $15 for 
a box of 6 to 12 crackers. 

If you prefer to cus- 
tomize your crackers by 
making them yourself, 
there are plenty of DIY 
instructual videos avail- 
able on Youtube or visit 
www.housebeautiful.com/ 
uk/make-your-own-christ- 
mas-crackers for instruc- 
tions on how to create your 
own show “poping” fun. 

While we all prepare to 
leave the havoc, tragedy, 
and uncertainty of 2020 
behind us, an at home cel- 
ebration is the perfect 
way to welcome the hope 
and promise of 2021. Start- 
ing your celebration with 
traditional party crackers 
is a sure way to ring in the 
New Year with a bang!
